-… To tell time in French use the 
subject il the verb est then the 
number, and then heures 
e Example: one o'clock = Il est une 

heure. 

m L'heure (f.) = hour 
e Heure is always used in telling time. 
e The word heure is feminine

Telling Time 


‘m= When the time is on the hour you 
follow this example 
e It is two o clock = il est deux heures

Midi et Minuit 


= In English we use expressions for 

12:00pm and 12:00am 

e 12:00pm = noon 

e 12:00am = midnight 
= In French they also have 

expressions for noon and midnight 

e Noon = midi 

e Midnight = minuit 

e It's midnight = Il est minuit 


12 hrs vs. 24 hrs 


= In France, many people use the 
24 hr clock instead of the 12 hr. 
e Example: 1:00pm = 13:00 

11:00pm = 23:00 

e Il est quatroze heures = 2:00pm
